6  SEC.  2.  ELIMINATION  OF  TIME  LIMITATION  ON  MEDICARE

9  (a)  In  General.— Section  1861(s)(2)(J)  of  the  So- 

10  cial  Security  Act  (42  U.S.C.  1395x(s)(2)(J))  is  amended

12  colon  at  the  end. 

13  (b)  Effective  Date. — The  amendment  made  by 

14  subsection  (a)  shall  apply  to  drugs  furnished  on  or  after
